‘The Count 
was advanced to the dignity of Grand Cross of the Legion 
of Honour, and wore the red sash at the dinner given by 
M. Faure in his honour at the Elysée, where there after- 
wards took place a delightful operatic concert, followed by 
a ballet. They manage these things better in France. The 
new Russian Foreign Minister also met with a cordial 
reception at Berlin. y

HOW THE WORLD WAGS. 


HE Queen has now arranged to move the Court 
from Osborne to Windsor on Monday next. The 
Empress Frederick of Germany, now on a visit to 
Her Majesty, crossed from Osborne last Monday 
afternoon, and paid a visit to the Portsmouth Royal 

Sailors’ Home, where Her Majesty inspected the establish- 
ment generally, and more particularly the cabins endowed 
by her son, the German Emperor, named Kaiser and Hohen- 
zollern, like those of the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Connaught, and of her nephew, the Duke of York. The 
Duke and Duchess of York, attended by Sir Charles 
Cust, Bart., left Osborne last Saturday morning for York 
House, crossing oyer to Portsmouth on board H.M.Y, 
rw The young Princes of York are remaining at 
sborne. 


The Prince of Wales honoured with his presence on 
Monday night a dinner given to Dr. Nansen at the Imperial 
Institute by the President, Sir Clements Markham, and 
Fellows of the Royal Geographical Society. His Royal 
Highness was afterwards present at Dr. Nansen’s address 
on his recent Arctic discoveries at the Royal Albert Hall; 
mavic lantern views illustrated the lecture. On the 
termination of the proceedings the Prince presented Dr. 
Nansen with the special gold medal of the Society. The 
Princess of Wales on Tuesday opened the Trades Exhibi- 
tion at King’s Lynn, 


In Parliament the return of the Radical can- 
didate, Mr. Sam Woods, for Walthamstow, and 
the greatly diminished Conservative vote at Romford, 
has been a blow to the Government and Unionist Party. 
The Liberal Opposition is jubilant. A Queen having 
reigned, with general satisfaction, over England for sixty 
years, there was little reason for surprise that the Commons 
on Feb. 3 read the Women’s Parliamentary Franchise Bill 
by a majority of seventy-one. But the Bill will hardly pass 
the Lords. Mr. Balfour had a majority of 194 for his 
Voluntary Schools resolution. On the vote of £798,000 odd 
for the Dongola Expedition, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach said, 
with unwonted spirit and firmness, tha: the Egyptian policy 
of the Government would be persevered in. ‘‘ Hence these 
tears ”—on the Continent. 


Sir Charles Dilke on Monday opened, in the House 
of Commons, an interesting debate on the cost of the 
British Army, and moved a resolution condemning the 
present system of enlistment and terms of service as 
unsuitable to the requirements of the Empire. Mr. 
Brodrick admitted that the system was not perfect, but held 
that any plan replacing it would inevitably possess ten times 
as many faults. On a division’ the resolution was nega- 
tived by 197 votes to 63. Colonel Lockwood questioned the 
policy of the War authorities respecting the Guard , and 
maintained that the proposal to station three battalions in 
the Mediterranean required further serious consideration 
at the hands of the Government. 


Sir Michael Hicks-Beach’s Outspokenness 
on the Dongola Expedition has aroused French and 
Russian rem mstrances. M. Hanotaux made a statement 
in the French Chamber last Monday, in reply to the 
interpellation respecting Sir M. Hicks - Beach's state- 
ment regarding vpt. He read_a despatch he had 
addressed to the yptian Minister of Finance, pro- 
testing against the money for the Dongola Expedi- 
tion being advanced by England, ond said they had good 
reason to feel anxious as to the condition and future of 
Egyptian finance. France, he said, had exerted herself to 
maintain a good understanding between all the Powers, 
and, whatever novel declarations might have been made, 
he said that nothing was changed in the International 
situation, and nothing would change their resolution not to 
consent to any infringement of the rights founded upon 
public acts, upon repeated promises, and in the best interests 
of Egypt.

The Magnificent Hospital the Queen 
Opened, St. Thomas’s, facing the Houses of Par- 
liament, may well be sketched, apropos of the Prince's 
seasonable Shilling Hospital Fund. St. Thomas’s Hospital 
siretches along the river bank at Lambeth, and extends to the 
grounds of Lambeth Palace, the historic residence of the 
Archbishops of Canterbury. St. Thomas’s, like the other 
older London hospitals, was originally a religious found- 
ation, established in High Street, Southwark, in 1213 by a 
Prior of eo eres aoa xufterwards enlarged by Peter de 
Rupibus, Bishop of Winchester. At the dissolution of the 
religious houses it was bought by the citizens of London, 
and opened as a hospital in 1552. In 1701 the old building 
had become ruinous, and public subscriptions were raised 
for its rebuilding. Three of the new wards were built by 
Thomas Guy, the founder of Guy’s Hospital, not far es 
The old front inthe High Street had a statue of Fdward VI. 
holding a sceptre in one hand and a charter of the hospital 
in the other. In 1852 the hospital premises were — 
for the London Bridge Station approaches, and after ing 
carried on for nine years in temporary premixes in the Ol 
Surrey Zoological Gardens, Newington, it was removed in 
1871 to its present site. May the depleted coffers of St. 
Thomas's, the Middlesex, Guy’s, the London, and other 
hospitals be speedily enriched by the National Shilling 
Fund the Prince has set on foot.

Gvards are the Household troops of the Queen, and it is 
unreasonible in time of peace to treat them us ordinary 
line battalions, In the small wars which are perme 
occurring, the officers have always been well represented, 
and in all our big European wars the brigade has played a 
conspicuous part. Being always at home, they exist in an 
organisation higher than that of line battalions; and by 
being free from the necessity of supplyi drafts abroad, 
the Guards form a permanent disposa le force ready 
at hand for any emergency. They are localised, and 
capable, should their organisation be developed, of more 
rapid and complete mobilisation than are line battalions. 
By their being increased to nine battalions and furnishing 
even only three battalions abroná, injury, it is said, must 
be done to their efficiency, for the battalions at home will 
of necessity be tapped periodically to supply the three 
battalions abroad. This alone is detrimental to the 
efficiency of a force which has hitherto been available at 
the shortest notice for any service. Lord Methuen said in 
the House of Lords that it might end in the “ tearing out 
of the vitals of the six battalions at home in order to put 
life into those which were at Gibraltar,”

hilt, we know now, and this in the face of the 
disagreement of the whole scientific world, and 
the contrary views held by all the ice-explorers 
of the past half-century. But these made the 
mistake which Nansen’s genius avoided. He 
let Nature help him; while the others had 
offered resistance. 
The Fram entered the Ice-Floe 

on Sept. 21, 1893. It passed out Aug. 13, 
1896. For three years this marvellous man 
and his devoted crew were cut off from 
the world, and for three whole long winters 
lived in total darkness except for artificial light. 
Fortunately, the Fram was built by old Colin 
Archer, a man of Scotch descent who had settled 
in Norway, who knew his business, and sent a 
vessel to sea that, in spite of frightful attacks of 
And the 
vessel was well found. Nansen knew that the 
success of the expedition rested on the strength 
of the commissariat holding’ cut. For years he 
had studied the food values of every nossible 
variety. of commestible, so that the utmost 
nutriment could be obtained out of the smallest 
bulk. The result was, what with the use of that 
marvellously nutritious food, Bovril, and similar 
essences, that perfect health prevailed, and the 
ship’s company was almost luxuriously fed. 

Of course, now that Nansen has proved his 
theory to be correct, anyone else can go and do 
similarly. But bear in mind that though Nansen 
felt confident of drifting from one ocean to 
another, the brave band of his followers had no 
absolute knowledge that when once their ship 
was icebound they might not remain in one fixed 
spot until the last crumbin the larder was eaten, 
and then be left a prey to the bears. But

It is to be sincerely hoped the result of Admiral Rawson's Expedition to punish the King of Benin will be that such innocents as those 
portrayed will no longer be liable to the massacre and fell cruelties of a superstitious barbarian who makes life a hell upon earth. It was Mr. Edward Cook, the 
representative in Benin of Mr. James Pinnock, who sent home the interesting photograph we reproduce. Writing from Fort Pinnock, Benin, on Dec. 27 last, respecting a 
similar scene to that delineated, and regarding the current news, Mr. Edward Cook said: ‘ Times are very troublous round here just now, the Expedition is leaving in five 
days’ time for Benin City; there's the Ejohs up in Warri giving a little trouble, and the Dlorins (four days’ journey from here) fighting away like blazes. Have had 
something to do with the Llorins; a ferocious lot of cannibals they are too. I am writing this two days after Christmas; that day opened with a very dull and heavy 
morning, but towards 8.30 the air began to clear, and later in the day the thermometer showed 90 deg. in the shade—rather warm. Soon after 6 a.m. 
the natives began to assemble, and at 8 a.m. there were at least two hundred and fifty of them, men, women, and children, all come to drink Christmas. It was 
great fun to see them scrambling for the various things given to them. The whole contingent of white men in the river assembled together (eight in all) and in the midst 
of the natives we all joined in singing such songs as ‘The Old Folks at Home,’ ‘Should Auld Acquaintance,’ and ‘The Loved Ones at Home.’ After breakfast (menu 
enclosed) toasts and healths were proposed, short speeches were made, and two or three songs sung; as a wind-up for this part we all stood up and sang again ‘ Should 
Auld Acquaintanee, and proposed health and happiness to all at home, with every good wish for the coming year. If you could have seen us you would have enjoyed it. 
Most could sing fairly well, and it sounded fine. Later in the day the natives were again treated, and then told to go and ‘make play.’ ‘The head man then asked me ‘Ii 
he fit to sing to me?’ and, on being told yes, about fifty of the boys started singing and dancing. When they had finished dancing they gave three as sounding hurrahs as 
ever were heard from any white men, and then disappeared. Some time after this one of the chiefs sent a big canoe to take us to Jella. We had dancing and singing and 
beating of tom-toms, much to the amusement of the natives. Then we sat down and watched some sixty native women dance, and a very pretty sight it was. ~The 
natives enter into the spirit of enjoyment when they see the white man enjoying himself, many of them, children included, putting on a piece of finery.”

good report from a:school inspector, or who have 
served for not less than six months in a school 
or schools under certificated teachers. Pupil 
teachers must have completed their fourteenth 
year at the date of their engagements; they are 
required to pass an easy examination, and to 
produce certificates of health and character. 
When their engagement as pupil teachers comes 
to an end they are not obliged to go on teach- 
ing unless they wish to do so. If they 
desire to continue at educational work they 
| can be examined for admission into a training 
college, or they can be provisionally certifi- 
cated and placed at once in charge of small 
schools.
